An smusing and interesting hiﬂor:r of
what is popularly knowa ss the conscience
fund is given in the following dispatch.
Up to date only two Copgressmen have
covered back into the Tressury mouey paid
to them through Silcott’s defaleation. In
58 years the recciots of the conscience fund

were only §220,000.

MrECIAl TELEGHAN TO THE DISPATCR.|

WasuinGTox, May 2.—Representatives
Blund, of Missouri, and Sayres, o Texas,
bave returped to the Treasury a month's
pay, smounting to §416 each. This sum
they are eutitled to, sccording to the de-
cision of the Court of Claims, for money lost
through the Sileott de'alcation. So faras
reporied these two gentlemen are the only
members who have pursued such s course.

We often hear of the conscience fund in
the United States Treasury, but there is no
such thiag. Itis only a name; only an ex-
pression. If vou suppose you can go to the
United States Treasury and see a picture of
the American conscience, druwn in a pile of
cold, hard cash, kept apart from the other
piles of cold, hard cash in Uncle Sam’s
vaults, vou make s mistakke. What iscalled
the conscience fund is not kept distinet from
other moneys in the Treasary, and even the
letters which from time to time eome to the
Treasury Department sccompanying the
“copscience’’ contributions are wmot kent
apart from other correspondence. There 18
no distinet conscience fund snd there pre no
distinet conscience fund papers on file in
thie Treasury Department.

MANNING'S HISTORY OF IT,

About tour vears ago the United States
Senate called npon Mr. Manning, then Sec-
retary of the Treasury, for a history of the
conscicnce fupd, and the communication
which he made in reply, uoder date Febru-
ary 3, 1886, althought quite a short document,
is the iullest sccount ol the''conscienca fund”
extant. ln & certain wense Secretary Man.
ning’s history of the cooscience fund is
wvery much like that celebrated essay on
“Sankes in Irelund,” which consisted ol
one briel pegative statement, *“There are no
sunkes in Lreland.” X i

Here is Secretary Maoning's communica-
tion in full:

The Deparument is in receipt of Senate reso-
lution of the 28th nlgimo, directing the Secre-
tary of the Treasury to inform the Senate as to
the origin of what is known as the “conscience
fand” in the Treasury of the United States,
the amount of the same, and what dispesition
is made thereol.

In reply thereto, I have the honor to state
that the term “‘conscience fund,” a8 applied to
dimations received by the Treasury Irom an-
known sources, has its origin in the popular
Dbelief that sach donations are made by persons
who bave at some time wrongfally taken or
withheld from the Tnited States moneys which
were justly due, and who thus seek to make
restitation to the Government.

RECEIPTS FOR 08 YRARS,

The moneys which have thus been received
from time to time have been covered iute the
Treasury as “miscellancous recelpts {rum per-
sous unknown," and have been used for the
general purposes of the Governiuent in connec-
tion with moneys received from olhier sources,
having st no thwe been distinguished from
other moneys in the general Treasury.

The first donation of bis character of which
the department has any record was made by
the Register of the Treasory in 1837, *Hor
moneys received from a person unkuown,stated
to be on account of jimports and tonnage,™ and
the total amount received by the Treasury up
to June 30, 1585 was §2M 747 M

No distinction is drewn at the Treasury
Department between the “‘conscience™ dol-
lu= and the conscienceless dollar; but it is
there just the same.

Oue of the latest contributions to the
“‘convcience fund,” and one of the largest in
a long time, was received throuzh Postmas-
ter General Wannwager in the latter part
of March. The letter accompanying it was
a fmir specimen of all such letters and was,
of course, anmonymous As a fair repre-
mentstive of its elass it may be worth print-
ing in full. Here it is:,

A SOUL SEEKING PEACE.
NEW Yonk, March 24 1800,
Hon. John Wanamaker:

Inciosed you will find §1,500, which 1 wish yon
to pisce to the credic of the conScience fund.
Yeurs ago I delravasd the Governmeon: of quite
o larze sum of wones. Since then I bave be
eome & Christian man and have had this matter
iymg very heavily on my conscience, and, as 1
bawe made a little mones, 1 have sent it to the
Government, &0 that | bave retorned all that
was [randulently taken, and the inclosed s the
balance of 25 per cent over and above the
smount stelen. 1 pity any man if he must pass
through the angnish of wind that 1 have ex.
perienced, and even now, thoogh I have made
restitution, yeot my couscienoe is under con-
demnation and 1 saffer very deenly. Do vou
not think that 25 per cent additional restitytion
i» suflicient to bring peace to 3 sorrowing soul?
FPiease soe that this money goes 1o the proper
place. There is no need of my name.

The largest and one of the most notable
contributions tn this fund was made in the
year 1803-"74, when 26 Senators and 52 Bep-
resentatives in Congress returned to the
Treasury for the benefit of *“‘conscience™
their chare of what was known as the back-
salary prab. By an act passed March 3,
1875, the members of the Porty-third Coa-
gress granted themselves

of salary, but that set was repealed at the
beginning of the next Congress, on January
20,1874, Some ol the Congressmen—that js
to say. 26 Senators and 52 Representatives,
thourht they had no moral right to take ad-
vantage of the short-lived law, and ao re-
fused 10 mceent the temporsry inerease of
salarr. This conscientious resolve benefited
the conscience fund to a large extent.

Among the conscientious Senntors who re-
fused to take the “2rabh™ were Ferry, Zach
Chandler, Heary Wilson, Carl Schurs, T.

WINDOM OX THE SURPLUS.

THE ADMINISTRATION NOT CONTRACTING
THE CURRENCY.

A Statement of the Funds In the Treasury
Actmally Avalinble—Reatly Only a Little
Meoney Which is Not Needed There—

Figures for It

Wasuincron, May 2 —Secretary Win-
dom has written a Jetter in reply to an arti-
cle in a financial newspaper on the genersl
subjeet of the currency, in which he refutes
the assertion that the administration favors
& contraction of the currency. He gives fig-
ures in regard to the circulation and treas-
ury holdings May 1, and makes comparison
with the estimated cireulation of the prinei-
pal countries of Europe.

According to these figures, and estimat-
ing the present population of the United
States at 64,000,000, the amoant of metallic
and money in the United States, not
including any portion of the amount held
by the Treasury of the United States, is
$22 36 per eapita, or more than in any of
the leading countries of Europe, with the
exception of France, in which the circuls-
tion is estimated at §57 36 per eapita.

THE SUPPOSED SURPLUS.

*In regard to the money supposed to be
hoarded by the United States Treasury,”
the savs, “‘aside lrom the funds
deposited in the Treasury by national banks
for the redemption of their notes which
have beeg retired, which the Government
holds as ¥ trustee, and the balance on de-
posit in the Treasury by disbursing officers,
the only reserve which is kept by the
Treasury is §100,000,000 in gold for the re-
demption of legal tender notes ss provided
by the sets of 1575 and 1882

**“There is no disposition on the part of the
administration of the ry to hoard
money, and the so-called surplus, which is
the excess o! the receipts over the expendi-
tures, can he wused under the present
law only in ithe redemption of the bonded
debt of the United States, which is being
done as rapidly as the boods can be judie-
ionsly purchased. The surplas on the 1st
inst. amounted to only §35.930,623 (exclus-
ive of fractional silver ooin), of which §31,-
648,898 was on deposit in national banks
per orming the duty of a cirenlating
medium, It isthe policy and purpose of
the department to withdraw a large portion
of this depositand invest itin United States
bonds us rapidly as it esa be done without
danger of deereasing the setual circalation.”

THE FIGURES FOR IT.

In support of this statement the Secre-
tary says of the $£666,643 261, total amount
of money in the treasury April 1 last, §13¢.-
838,079 in gold roin was deposited for the
redemption of gold certificates, and §290,-
605,562 in silver dollars for the redemption
o' silver certificates. Neither of these
amounts belongs to the Government, bus
both are held simply in trust for the re-
demption ot gold and silver certificates ont-
standing; $57,891,267 were held as a fund

for the redemption of  national bank
notes, consisting of money paid
intn the  Treasury by national

banks for that purpose, while $38973 181
represented the money to the credit of the
dishursing officers, and kept in the Treasury
merely s & matter o convenience and which
they cheek against; §6,074.537 consisted of
silver bullion from melted trade dollars;
$4,634,901 silver bullinn at the mints pur-
chased lor the eoinaee o7 the silver dollar in
process of coinage; $22,814 564 of tractional
silver coin largely mutilated and abraded,
for which there is no current demand, and
$100,000,000 was beld asa reserve for the
redemption o legal tender notes as required
by law, a total oi $565,931,037.

The Secretary closes his letter as follows:
“1 bove already recommended in myannual
report an ingrease of eurrency amounting to
about $50,000,000 per annum. It should be
evident there ore that this letter is not in-
tended to express any opinion as to the
sufficiency of our currency, but only to cor-
rect certaln statements as to its quantity.”

LEFT THEM IN THE LURCH.
Disappearance of a Man Whe Wan Indebied
Even to His Farm Hands.

Coxcorp, Mass., May 2.—The sudden
disappearance of Willard White, who had
the reputation of being one of the wealthiest
men 1n Concord, leaving heavy lisbilities,
was somewhat different froms the ordinary
stvle of getting away from creditors.

As a result
he was ipdebted to them in sums varyine
from §£50 to $400,

The farm was heavily mortgazed but mo-
body in town knew about it. The pronerty
was 80 covered with mortgages that there
was little leit for the farm haods. White
once owned couvsiderable mining property
in Pennsylvania and ran a line of boats on
Lake Chuutaugua, N. Y. His whereabouts
are unknown.

NOVEL MARRIAGE CONTRACT.

A Callfornla Ceremony Which Dispensed
Entirely With the Preacher.

Sax Frawcisco, May 2.—Since the
Sharon divorce case Ban Francisco has
gaived notoriety for its extraordinary mar-
riage contracts, but the gueerest document on
record was filed to-day.

The debate on the Scoteh church disestab-
lishment in the Commons results in its being
upheld by a small mnjority. Steps to in-
crease the German eavalry and artillery are
tsken. Gladstone writes an open letter on
the labor question. The European strikers
are riotous and troops are called into requi-
sition,

Loxpox, May 2.—In the House of Com-
mons this evening Mr, Cameron moved the
disestablishment and disendowment of the
Church of Seotland.

Mr. Glaastone, replying to a member's
assertion that the majority of the Midlothian
electors were against disestablishment, said
he would be glad to answer to his eicctors
for the vote he was about to give. Hewounld
be thankful o govern, if they gave him an
oppertunity to do so, at the earliest possible
moment. The only ground in defense of the
church establishment was that it was per-
forming some special religions work in the
country. He believed that the condition of
Seotch opinion which Lord Hartington de-
scribed io 1877 as justifying disestablish-
ment was row reached, and he, therefore,
supported the motion.

In bis opinion there never was a country
where the question was so simplified as it
was in Scotland. It would not entail a
tenth part of the violence entailed by the
disruption of 1863, There was no sign that
the change would be attended by anv of the
characteristics that belonged to violent tra-
ditions,

Lord Hartiogton said he the
new position which Mr. Gladstone had
takea up. He was unable to agree with
him that Scotland had pronounced unmis-
takably on this question. Besides that it
was necessary 1o know the lines apon which
it was proposed to act. In opposing the
motion, however, it must not be supposed
that they opposed the necessary reform of
the Seoteh church or even disestablishwent
should reconstraction prove impossible,

Mr. Cameron’s motion was rejected, 256
to 218,

STANLEY IS HONORED.
The Great American Traveler is Cordially
Welcomed by Prince Albers

ENGAGING IN RIOTS
Spaulah Strikers Camse a Deal of Trouble
nod Some Shooting.

MADRID, May 2.—The strikers at Barce-
lona conducted themselves in a riotous man-
ner throughout the day. They impeded all
kinds of business, stopping market carts
and seattering and trampling upon their
contents of provisions. The civil guard
was continually endangered in attemptin
to disperse the rioters, but failuituqneﬂ
them. Fioally a state of siege was de-
clared.

At Barcelona a mob of strikers set fire to
s tool hut, The guard charged the mob,
and two of the strikers were injured. Sev-
erul shots were fired. Another group of
strikers attacked the printing office and put
a stop to the work. The authorities were
obliged to have the proclamation printed
elsewhere nnder military orotection.

AN ATTEMPT TO PLUNDER.

More Rictons Demonstirations Stopped by
tho French Police.

Paris, May 2.—The Roubaix strike is
extending to adjacent communes.

At Croix the strikers attacked Holden's
factory, intending to plunder it. They suc-
ceeded in shattering the windows, when the
troops compelled them to desist. They then
procecded to the telegraph office and wrecked
the interior.

Turkey to Evacante Egvpt.

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 2.—It is re-
ported that Lord Salisbury ofters to con-
clude a new convention with the Porte, ar-
ranging for the evacuation of Egypt pro-
vided it be given the right to intervene at
any time and reoccupy Egypt without no-
tice,

A Committee Investigates and Finds Charch
Enles Diaregnrded by Men mnd Women
—Fnsbionable Dress and Ornaments
Worn Contrary to Anclent Usnge—Bad

Feeliog Aroused.
ISPECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATCH.:

READING, May 2—The annual conven-
tion ol the German Baptists; better known
as the Dunkards, of the Eastern distriet of
the United States—a quaint and curions re-
ligious denomination—adjonrned at Ephra-
ta, 12 miles from here, at noon to-day. Del-
egates from & number of States were present,
The most important work of the convention
was the presentation of the report of a com-
mittee appointed to visit certain churches
and ascertain whether the strict rules of the
denomination, with respect to dress, was ob-
served. This committes reported consider-
able bad feeling and disturbance on account
of the efforts to eniorce the rules of
the church. They say that some of the
women do mot wesr the plain white caps
that the rules provide; that the men no
longer wear their hair long and part it in
the middle as of old; that the women wear
fashionable attire, gold orpaments and
feathers. and that the men wear mustaches
without full beard, all of which is contrary
to the rules.

In its travels the committee fonnd women
wearing fashionzbie hats, with feathers,
while in several churches there were organs,
and the young people were more and more
giving themselves over to irivolity, dressing
as they pleased. After alively discussion
it was agreed to bring the matter befere the
general meeting which will assemble at
Warreasburg, Mo., on Whit-Monday, the
26th inst., and which will probably be at-
tended by 120,000 people, including dele-
gates from all parts of the United States.

By the terms
of the lease the Hollénback company
agrees to leese to the Lehigh and Wilkes-
barre company 2801 acres of coal land,
known ns the “Baltimore Vein.” It lies
partly in Wilkesbarre township and partly
in this city, and 15 one of the most valuable
in the Wyoming coal field,

In consideration of the exclusive nse of
this vein for the time fixed, the Lehigh and
Wilkesbarre Company agree to pay to the
lessors §16,000 for the first vear, §24,000 for
the second year, and $£40,000 for each suc--
ceeding vear, to be luid in equal guarterly
installments. The lands are !eased to the
Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Company until the
mineral has been mined out and removed.

HILL SIGNS THE BILL

And Gives at Length His Reasons for
Approval of the Measure

AIMED AT ELECTORAL REFORM.

The Importancs of s Pree Ballot Has Here-
tofore Caused Him to

OPPOSE KEEDLESS RESTRICTIONS.

The V ital Rights of Velers, He Says, Should be Care~
Mlly Pretected.

Governor Hill has at length approved the
New York electoral reiorm bill. He re-
gards it as & step in the right direction, and
thinks it will help to purify elections.

ALBANY, May 2 —Governor Hill to-day,
in his approval of the electoral reform bill,
says: “It presents as a whole a fuirly ac-
ceptable meusure, capable of effectivg some
substantial and practical reform. 1 havs
not believed that reform consisted merely in
moking the exerciseof the elective franchise
difficult and complicated. I have regarded
itas important that the path to the ballot
box shall be made as free, plain
and unobstructed to the honest elector as a
simple and practical statute could render it,
and as the public safety.would permit. I
have steadily opposed every effort to impose
unnecessary restrictiops and imopracticable
regulations upon our election system, which
are not adapted to our free institutions, or
which would render our elections enormously
expensive and vexatious.

Itis to be regretted, however, that such
endesvors have only been partially success-
ful. 1In the interest ot an honorable com-
promise ol diverse opinions and with a sin-
cere desire (o agree vpon a bill which should
amm}xluh something toward the purifica-
tion of our elections, even though it shall
not be wholl¥ satistactory, I have felt con-
strained to yield my views as toseveral
visions which T must still deem imperfect
aod which I firmly believe will be so
erally regarded when the defects shall be
more {ully disclosed in the practical opera-
tion of the new system. F

*“I have not strenuously insisied upon my
own convictions in regard to the mere de-
tails of the meuasure so long as no surrender
of essential principles has been suffered—
principles vital to the maintenance of iree
manhood suffrage. In one sense it may be
urged that the exclusive official ballot is
still retained. That may be so, but in &
broader view it is evident ]m.ujlsr charae-
teristics have been lu}e y destroyed or
eliminated. I am not disposed, however,
o baggle about mere words or use-
less techuicalities. Tt is immaterial
what the form of ballot or the method of
voting prescribed in this bill may be called,
80 long as the vital and esseatial rizhts of

ectors, for which T have always contended,

re substantially prescribed and protected.
During all the controversy of the past three
years I have invariably insisted upon the
right of an elector to prepare his own ballot
at home and to bring it with him to the polls
and to vote it, and 82 long as this bill does
not materiaily infriuge upon that right I
am content.”

SPRINTERS ARE LIKE POETS.

They 4re Borm, Not Made, and Trainlng
Doesn’t Help Them Much.
New York Sun.l

The one branch of athletic sport in which
there has been recorded no improvement,
which has been virtnally at a standstill, is
sprinting. While the rrcord tables show
marked improvement in running, still in
sprintiog proper—from 50 to 300 yards—the
athlete of to-day does not seem able to sup-
plant time madas by his predecessor of a
dozen or more vears ago.

The explanation of this is simple—sprint-
ing is not an acquired gecomplishment, but
rather a gift of nature. No amount of as-
eiduous practice or waining will develop
an athlete into & specessiul sprinter unless
he posesses this natarul speed. A natural
runner may be made a whit faster by learn-
ing to start and run properly, but no amount
of tuition or perfection of starting and
running will make an athlete run 100 yards
in ten seconds or a fraction thereof unless
he is & born runner.

THE CLAYTON CASE.

St Furthzr Witoesses Exomined In the
Cangreasionn| Contest Trial.

Thomas C. Hervey, one of the election
judees of Seward township, Conway county,
testified as to what he koew about the steal-
ing of the bpaliot box. The first informa-
tion be received that the box was
taken was when told by Hobbs, an-
other judge who was at the polling
place when the masked men entered and
took the box. He had just left Hobbs & lew
minutes betore to get a lamp, to see how to
count the votes. Witness thought that some
of the negroes in the township had some-
thing to do with the stealing.

Colonei W. H. H. Clayton was examined
at leogth. He told about his geing to
Plummerville on Janunary 30, 1880, the day
after he heard of his brother's death. He
said no one in Plummerville offered him any
sympathy or any assistance; that the
honses were elosed; no one was on the
streets, and that everybody avoided hiw.
He thourht that the cowspiracy to mur-
der his brother was concocted in Mor-
rillton, and that it was koown to
at least 25 men in the county
that it was to oceur, He believed that his
brother was killed by Oliver T. Bently snd
Bob Pate. He was firmly convinced that
the persons who stole the ballot box killed
his brother.

He'did not charge the Democratic party
with being responsible for the erime. Hea
believed the community in Arkansas de-
sired that the murderer should be canght
and punished. He believed that tne Gov-
ernor had doue his duty in his efforts 1o ap-
prehend the assassin, but thought he bad
been led off on the wrong track.

A number of witnesses testified that they
were in Howard township on the day of the
November election and voted for C, R.
Breckiaridge.

MADAME DE VERE GUILTY.

The Jury Decides That She Forged the
Richnrd Brown Notes.

ToLEDO, May 2.—The trial of Madame
De Vere, the clairvoyant, on the charge of
forgery and uttering forged paper, which
has lasted over & week, ended late
this afternoon in a verdict of guilty on both
counts. It will be remembered that both
she and Joseph Lamb, for years =
trusted employe of the United States
Express Company here, and a man of
high  standing, were arrested for
forgery—notes to the amount of something
ke ,000 baving been negotinted by
Lamb at various banks here, to which the
sienature of Richard Brown, the wealthy
iron master of Youngstown hud been forged
as the maker.

Allegheny county is to be the scene of an
execution next month. William H. Smith,
the colored wife murderer, must haog on
June 26, The Board of Pardons also refuses
to interlere in the cuse of the Nicely
brothers.

William H. Smith, the colored man who
killed his wife in & it of jealous anger at
their home on Fulton street, will have to
baog oo June 26, He was originally sene
teaced to die on April 9, but a respite was
grauvted to allow a fuller considerstion of
the case by the Board of Pardons.  Yester~
day morning the Loard refused to take any
action ia the matter, and the uzoricide will
suffer the penalty of his erime.

Sheriff McCandless has not yet received
an official notification of the board’s action,
but it is not necessary that he should, ag
the respite granted does not affect the
original death warrant, but merely defers
the date of execution until June 26,

NO ISTEREST IN HIM.

Smith has not yet been informed of the
board’s action, Indﬂ ns he does not read the
newspapers, is not likely to learn of it antil
he is told by some of the jail officials. The
condemm®d man seems to ‘ake no interest in
anything except the visits of his spiritaal
adyiser, Rev. Mr. Prvor, pastor of the
Ebenezer Chureh. No other ‘riends visig
him, as the members of his ruce seem to take
no interest in him. Until his death warmnt
was sent on Smith used to correspond with
his brother at Washington, D. C., but of
late even that has ceased. He talks to no
one, and all efiorts to get him to converse
are froitless. The warden visits him every
cay, and this is the conversation:

“How are you to-day, Smith?"

“Oh, very well.”

Do yon want anything?"

*Can I do anything for yon?"

And then Smith relapses into silence,
The man does not apoear to notice the
shadow of the gallows, nor take more than
the most languid interest in the efforts mada
to save his lite. He goes through the jail
discipline in an apathetic maaner, taki
exercise when ordered, and when in his
dividing his time between pacing to and
fro apd sitting cﬁniedy on his beneh og
into ¥ y. His appetite is md,mlho
appears to eat merely from force of habis.

AS TO THE DEATH WATCH.

No preparations for the execution will be
made for several weeks yet, as the rope has
already been wade snd the work of putting
the gallows together takes but a few hours,
The death wateh will not be placed on the
doomed man until ten days before the exee
euation,
